Examiner's Statement Of Reasons For Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a microstructure system 
including all of the limitations as claimed in independent claims 28, 118 and 129, but more 
specifically does not teach a plurality of solderable surfaces coupled to the microstructure 
formed on a lower wafer portion and not located within the coverage area so that the solderable 
surfaces are not positioned under the upper wafer portion to proved easy access to the solderable 
surfaces. The prior arts of record, relied upon in the rejections (now withdrawn) previously 
presented, fail to disclose solderable surfaces in the specific location as claimed by Applicant. 
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On the contrary, the prior art teaches the solderable surfaces to be placed within the wafer 
portion in order to minimize the size of the microstructure. 

Therefore, claims 28, 31-38, 40, 42-55, 113, 114, 116, 118-121, 128-130, 131-134 and 
137 are allowed.
